REPORT  ON  PROPOSED  CHEMICAL  LABORATORY 
AT  PHILLIPS  SCHOOL. 

The  matter  of  a  Chemical  and  Physical  Labora- 
tory which  was  referred  to  the  School  Board,  has  been 
carefully  considered  and  we  report  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  is  convinced  that  its  recom- 
mendations on  this  subject  as  contained  in  the  last 
Annual  Report,  have  been  well  received,  and  that  the 
general  sentiment  of  our  citizens  is  in  favor  of  carry- 
ing this  project  through,  so  that  our  Lligh  School  may 
be  as  well  equipped  in  every  respect  as  other  similar 
institutions  throughout  the  State. 

Should  the  proposed  Laboratory  be  located  in  the 
Phillips  School  building,  there  are  only  two  places 
which  could  possibly  be  considered,  viz.  the  supply 
room  in  basement,  and  the  north  room  on  third  floor. 
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After  carefully  looking  the  ground  over  from  every 
stand-point,  and  consulting  the  architect  of  the  build- 
ing, we  have  decided  that  it  would  be  impracticable 
to  locate  said  laboratory  in  the  north  room.  The  only 
place  remaining  in  the  building  available  for  this  pur- 
pose would  therefore  be  the  basement  room,  and  the 
total  cost  of  fitting  this  up  as  estimated  by  H.  K. 
Wheeler,  architect,  would  be  about  =^1,114,  with  a 
further  annual  expense  for  running  a  small  electric 
motor,  which  would  be  needed  to  create  an  exhaust 
draft  in  a  ventilating  stack  to  keep  the  building  free 
from  fumes  of  chemicals. 

Another,  and  in  our  opinion  a  much  better  plan, 
is  to  erect  a  small  one  story  brick  building  in  the  rear, 
same  to  be  about  thirty  feet  square ;  to  have  slated 
roof  with  a  large  skylight,  and  to  be  connected  with 
main  building  by  a  covered  passage  way. 

The  estimated  cost  of  this  building,  exclusive  of 
foundations  and  heating  arrangements,  would  be  some 
$1,414,  or  only  $300  in  excess  of  figures  given  for  fit- 
ting up  the  basement. 

In  either  case  it  would  be  necessary  to  add 
$500  or  $600  for  chemical  apparatus,  furnishings,  etc. 
Allowing  for  other  incidental  expenses,  such  as  drain- 
age, gas  and  water  pipes,  and  especially  the  cost  of 
foundations,  heating,  and  covered  passage  way,  (none 
of  which  are  included  in  the  estimates),  your  Com- 
mittee would  recommend  an  appropriation  of  $2,500, 
which  will  probably  be  ample  for  all  present  needs.

REPORT  ON  CEMETERY  LAND. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swmiipscott  : 

■  Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  pur- 
chase of  land  for  cemetery  purposes,  beg  leave  to  sub- 
mit the  following  report : 

On  looking  into  the  subject,  we  were  surprised  to 
learn  that  the  Town  now  owns  nearly  two  acres  of 
land  adjoining  the  cemetery  and  outside  the  line  of 
the  old  wall.  Added  to  this,  we  have  considerable 
land  which  has  not  yet  been  laid  out  in  lots,  within 
the  present  boundaries  of  the  cemetery.  Therefore 
we  have  now  available  for  cemetery  purposes,  suf- 
ficient land,  in  all  probability,  to  answer  our  needs  for 
many  years.  We  believe  that  very  few  of  our  fellow 
citizens  w^ere  aware  of  this  condition  at  the  time 
when  this  committee  received  its  instructions. 

We  have  interviewed  the  owner  of  the  land,  Alden 
Southworth,  and  are  as  yet  unable  to  agree  upon  a 
price.  Inasmuch  as  the  Town  has  already  sufficient 
land  for  a  considerable  term  of  years,  we  recommend

Fred  C.  Marsh  was  immediately  qualified  for  the  position  by 
the  Town  Clerk. 
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REPORT  No.  1  ON  FUTURE  WATER  SUPPLY. 

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott  : 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  Sept.  30,  1897,  it  was  voted 
as  follows  :  That  the  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply  be  and 
is  hereby  directed  to  make  the  following  proposition  to  the  Mar- 
blehead  Water  Co.  for  the  purchase  of  its  corj^orate  property  and 
all  the  rights,  privileges,  easements,  lands,  waters,  water  rights, 
dams,  reservoirs,  pipes,  engines,  boilers,  machinery,  fixtures,  hy- 
drants, tools  and  all  appliances  owned  by  said  company,  at  a  price 
to  be  fixed  by  three  commissioners,  each  to  be  appointed  by  the 
mutual  agreement  of  said  Marblehead  Water  Company  and  the 
Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply,  and  in  case  said  company 
and  said  committee,  after  conference,  shall  be  unable  to  agree 
upon  such  commissioners,  application  may  be  made  to  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  by  said  company  or  said  committee,  and 
after  notice  to  the  parties,  said  commissioners  shall  be  appointed 
by  said  court,  or  any  justice  thereof,  and  said  commissioners  shall 
determine  the  fair  value  of  said  property  upon  the  following 
basis,  viz. : 

1.  The  commissioners  shall  determine  the  fair  value  of  said 
property  for  the  purposes  of  its  use  by  said  Town,  and  their 
award,  or  the  award  of  a  majority  of  them,  when  made,  shall  be 
final.  Such  value  shall  be  estimated  without  enhancement  on  ac- 
count of  past,  present  or  future  earning  capacity  or  good-will,  or 
on  account  of  the  franchise  or  any  privilege  of  said  company. 

2.  The  expenses  of  the  commission  shall  be  paid  equally  by 
the  Marblehead  Water  Company  and  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 

3.  Provided  this  proposition  is  accepted  by  the  Marblehead 
Water  Company,  the  acceptance  shall  be  in  form  satisfactory  to 
the  Town  counsel. 

4.  The  proposition  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  unless  a 
satisfactory  acceptance  thereof  shall  have  been  filed  with  the 
Town  Clerk  of  Swampscott,  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  of  Swampscott,  within  sixty  days  after  its  adoption  by 
vote  of  the  Town.

5.  The  formal  transfer  of  the  said  property  of  the  Marble- 
head  Water  Company  shall  not  be  effected  unless  such  transfer  is 
authorized  by  special  or  general  legislation,  and  a  good  and  clear 
title  given,  free  from  all  incumbrances. 

6.  If  the  proposition  is  not  accepted,  the  Town's  rights  and 
interests  in  future  will  not  be  affected  by  reason  of  this  offer. 

7.  All  details  as  to  form  of  ngreement,  mode  and  details  of 
reference  and  hearing,  and  all  terms  and  conditions  not  herein 
specified  to  be  left  to  the  discretion  and  determination  of  said 
committee. 

Voted.  That  the  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply  be 
and  is  hereby  directed  to  confer  at  once  with  the  Metropolitan 
Water  Board  to  see  upon  what  terms  a  supply  of  water  for  all 
Town,  domestic  and  other  purposes  can  be  secured,  and  to  submit 

at  a  special  meeting,  to  be  held    any  proposition  and 

all  propositions  which  it  may  obtain  ;  and  said  committee  is  here- 
by further  directed  to  prepare,  under  direction  of  the  Town  coun- 
sel, such  bills  as  will  be  necessary  to  present  to  the  next  General 
Court  to  enable  the  Town  to  acquire  and  operate  its  own  water 
plant ;  and  said  committee  is  hereby  further  directed  to  have  pre- 
pared estimates  of  such  construction  as  is  necessary  to  complete 
and  perfect  a  water  system  for  the  Town's  immediate  needs  and 
for  the  future  requirements.  In  accordance  with  the  instructions 
embodied  in  these  votes,  your  committee,  immediately,  by  and 
with  the  advise  of  counsel,  submitted  to  the  Marblehead  Water 
Company  a  proposition  substantially  as  voted  by  the  Town 
Your  committee  also  asked  for,  and  obtained  an  interview  with 
the  Metropolitan  W^ater  Board,  and  the  result  of  that  conference 
fully  justifies  your  committee  in  the  opinion,  that  the  possibility 
of  the  Town  obtaining  a  supply  from  the  Metropolitan  source  is 
entirely  out^  of  the  question  until  such  time  as  the  Town  shall 
own  its  entire  pipe  system,  or  shall  have  acquired  the  works  of 
the  local  water  company.  At  the  expiration  of  sixty  days,  the 
extreme  limit  allowed  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  to  accept 
or  reject  the  proposition  voted  by  the  Town  and  submitted  by 
the  committee,  your  committee  received  notice  (indirectly) 
through  counsel  for  the  comj)any,  that  the  Town's  proposition 
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could  not  be  accepted  by  said  company,  but  that  the  company 
were  willing,  and  anxious,  to  negotiate  with  the  committee 
looking  to  an  amicable  adjustment  of  the  situation.  After  re- 
peated interviews  with  representatives  of  the  company,  we  have 
obtained  practically  a  verbal  offer  from  said  representatives  to 
sell  their  entire  property  to  the  Town  for  the  sum  of  $100,000, 
this  being  182,600  less  than  the  original  price  asked. 

Your  committee  also  gave  notice  as  required  by  law,  five 
weeks  before  the  convening  of  the  State  Legislature,  that  the 
Town  would  petition  the  incoming  Legislature  for  special  Act, 
giving  to  the  Town  the  right  to  be  admitted  into  the  Metropoli- 
tan Water  District  without  being  subject  to  the  condition  that  it 
shall  acquire  the  property  of  the  Marbleliead  AYater  Company, 
or  any  portion  thereof,  and  also  for  such  legislation  as  would  en- 
able the  Town  to  acquire,  own  and  operate  its  own  water  system, 
to  take  land  and  water  for  said  purpose,  by  purchase  or  other- 
wise, and  to  do  all  other  acts  to  enable  the  Town  to  supply  itself 
and  its  inhabitants  with  pure  water.  By  advice  of  counsel  it  was 
deemed  inexpedient  to  present  bills  relative  to  these  matters.  For 
solution  of  this  question  of  Future  Water  Supply  for  the  Town, 
there  are  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee  but  three  j^ropositions 
for  the  Town  to  consider  at  this  time,  viz, :  A  contract  or  agree- 
ment with  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  to  supply  the  Town 
and  the  inhabitants  from  its  present  or  prospective  sources;  a 
contract  with  the  City  of  Lynn  to  furnish  such  part  of  the  Town 
as  is  situated  on  the  lines  of  the  Town  piping;  the  direct  pur- 
chase of  the  plant  of  the  Marblehead  Water  Company,  together 
with  all  its  rights  and  privileges  pertaining  thereto.  To  make 
another  contract  with  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  would,  in 
the  opinion  of  your  committee,  be  neither  wise,  prudent  nor  de- 
sirable;  w^e  therefore  do  not  recommend  it.  As  to  making  a  con- 
tract with  the  City  of  Lynn  for  a  supply  from  its  present  sources, 
your  committee  feel  that  inasmuch  as  the  State  Board  of  Health 
have  failed  to  approve  of  the  taking  of  water  from  the  Lynn 
works,  and  have  raised  the  danger  signal  as  to  the  water  of 
Saugus  river,  a  part  of  the  Lynn  system,  and  as  the  water  in 
other  respects  is  of  a  poor  quality  (^See  State  Board  of  Health 
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Report)  and  entirely  unsatisfactory  as  a  drinking  water  to  the 
citizens  of  Lynn  themselves,  to  the  extent  that  thousands  of 
gallons  of  water  from  Swampscott  are  sold  daily  in  the  factories, 
railway  station,  private  residences  and  on  the  public  streets  and 
ways  of  Lynn  for  drinking  purposes,  they  cannot  in  view  of  all 
these  facts  consistently  recommend  making  a  contract  wath  the 
City  of  Lynn  for  supplying  the  Town,  or  a  part  thereof,  wdth 
w^ater  from  its  present  sources,  believing  such  recommenda- 
tion unjustifiable.  Direct  purchase  of  the  property,  right,  privi- 
lege, etc.,  of  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  seems  to  be  the 
proper  course  for  the  Town  to  pursue.  Any  other  course,  our 
counsel  warn  us,  is  likely  to  result  in  very  considerable  litigation 
and  large  attorney  fees  ;  therefore  your  committee,  believing  it 
both  wise  and  judicious,  would  recommend  that  the  Town  in- 
struct its  committee  to  at  once  open  negotiations  with  the  Mar- 
blehead Water  Company  looking  to  the  purchase  of  their  prop- 
erty, rights,  privileges,  etc.,  at  a  price  which  can  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  and  report  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  called 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  for  the  ratifica- 
tion or  rejection  of  such  agreement  as  may  be  concluded  betw^een 
company  and  committee. 

Relative  to  vote  whereby  the  Town  directed  the  committee 
to  have  prepared  estimate  of  such  construction  as  is  necessary  to 
complete  and  perfect  a  water  system  for  the  Town's  immediate 
needs  and  future  requirements,  your  committee  herewith  present 
the  report  of  Mr.  Freeman  C.  Coffin,  a  civil  engineer  employed 
by  your  committee  for  the  purpose  we  have  hereinbefore 
indicated.

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REPORT  No.  2  ON  FUTURE  WATER  SUPPLY. 
To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  committee  beg  to  report,  that,  as  directed  by  vote 
passed  at  the  Sj^ecial  Town  Meeting  held  Sept.  30,  last,  we  duly 
forwarded  to  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  the  proposition  as 
amended  and  passed  at  said  meeting  for  the  purchase  by  the 
Town  of  the  property  of  said  company.  We  did  not  receive  any 
formal  communication  from  the  company  within  sixty  days,  the 
time  specified  in  the  vote,  but  on  the  last  day  we  were  notified 
by  our  counsel  that  informal  notice  had  been  received  by  them 
through  the  counsel  for  the  Water  Company  that  the  proposition 
had  not  and  would  not  be  accepted. 

By  the  action  of  the  company  in  taking  the  matter  of  negotiat- 
ing for  sale  of  its  property  out  of  the  hands  of  those  who,  up  to 
that  time  had  represented  the  company's  interests,  and  placing  its 
interests  in  the  hands  of  counsel,  the  committee  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  interests  of  the  Town  demanded  the  employment  of 
counsel  as  authorized,  and  Messrs.  Niles  &  Carr  have  been  more 
actively  engaged  on  the  case  since  that  time,  Nov.  30,  than 
before. 

The  committee  and  the  Marblehead  W^ater  Company  having 
thus  failed  to  reach  a  satisfactory  basis  upon  which  the  property 
of  the  company  could  be  purchased  by  the  Town  by  reference  to 
a  commission,  efforts  were  at  once  made  by  the  committee  to  as- 
certain at  what  price  the  property  could  be  secured  by  direct 
purchase.  To  this  end  numerous  conferences  were  held  between 
representatives  of  the  parties  in  interest  which  have  resulted  in 
our  securing  an  informal  statement  from  the  civil  engineer  of  the 
company,  who  claims  to  speak  with  authority,  that  an  offer  of 
$100,000  by  the  Town  for  the  company's  property  would  be  ac- 
cepted, and  that  the  property  cannot  be  purchased  at  a  lower 
price. 

While  your  committee  cannot  submit  any  offer  of  the  com- 
pany to  sell  its  property  to  the  Town,  which  will  bind  the  com- 
pany in  any  way,  we  will  assume  that-  the  suggestion  of  the 
engineeer  as  to  the  price  at  which  the  property  can  be  purchased 
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is  an  indication  of  the  company's  position.  The  Town  is  there- 
fore brought  face  to  face  with  the  question,  "  Does  it  want  to 
purchase,  at  this  time^  the  property  of  the  Marblehead  Water 
Company  for  $100,000,  or  does  it  not?  If  not,  what  action  will 
it  take?" 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of  the  Towai,  we  have  to 
advise  that,  as  authorized  by  the  Town,  an  engineer  was  engaged 
who  submitted  a  voluminous  report  which,  up  to  this  time,  under 
advice  of  counsel,  has  not  been  published.  This  report  makes  a 
recommendation  that  if  the  property  of  the  company  cannot  be 
purchased  for  less  than  11100,000,  he  would  advise  the  Town  to 
take  it  at  that  price.  He  also  estimates  the  present  value  of  the 
property  of  the  Marblehead  Company,  if  supply  is  obtained  from 
the  Metropolitan  Water  Works,  at  $35,252,  in  w^hich  is  included 
real  estate  valued  at  $8,000. 

In  view,  however,  that  in  the  same  report  the  engineer  states 
that  the  entire  property  of  the  company  could  be  reproduced  or 
duplicated  to-day  for  $88,613,  and  that  on  account  of  hiajher 
values  for  material  and  labor  at  the  time  the  plant  was  built,  it 
only  cost  ten  per  cent,  more,  or  about  197,000,  it  seemed  desir- 
able to  your  committee  that  an  opportunity  should  be  given  the 
engineer  to  make  further  explanation  as  to  the  reasons  for  his 
recommendation  that  the  town  now  pay  $100,000  for  a  property 
which  he  estimated  could  not  have  cost  over  $97,000.  As  to  the 
accuracy  of  his  estimates,  it  may  be  proper  and  well  to  state  at  this 
time,  that  we  have  been  informed  by  the  company's  engineer  that 
the  books  show  the  cost  of  the  property  to  have  been  about 
$110,000,  but  it  is  admitted  that  this  amount  includes  cost  of  work 
done  under  blanket  contract. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  committee,  the  engineer  engaged 
to  represent  the  Town  was  present,  and  in  answer  to  enquiries 
stated  that  the  highest  price  he  would  place  on  the  corporeal 
property  of  the  company,  basing  his  estimate  on  cost  of  plant, 
less  depreciation,  was  $52,400,  and  that  every  dollar  in  excess  of 
this  amount  which  the  Town  might  pay  w^ould  represent  earning 
capacity,  good- will  or  franchise.  As  the  Marblehead  Company 
had  indicated  to  the  committee  that  these  possible  elements  of 
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value  would  be  eliminated  as  factors  in  a  basis  for  an  award  which 
commissioners  might  make,  and  as  they  had  been  eliminated  by 
the  Legislature  in  the  Newburyport,  Stoneham  and  Gloucester 
acts,  there  seemed  to  your  committee  no  reason  why  we  should 
consider  ihem  as  having  a  value. 

With  these  facts,  and  such  further  explanation  as  the  mem- 
bers of  the  committee  can  give,  we  believe  the  Town  can  now 
pass  on  the  only  question  which  has  thus  far  been  raised  in  this 
report,  "  Will  it  purchase  at  this  time  the  property  of  the  Mar- 
blehead  Company  for  $100,000?  " 

We  must  call  the  attention  of  the  Town  to  the  fact  that 
whether  it  now  purchases  this  property  or  not,  the  question  of 
future  supply  of  water  is  still  open  and  undetermined,  for  it  is  a 
fact  that  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  Maiblehead  Water 
Company  will  not  give  to  the  Town  a  supply  of  water  for  future 
requirements.  This  is  clearly  established,  and  neither  the  en- 
gineer, nor  anj^one  else  representing  the  Water  Company,  has 
denied  it.  It  is  only  necessary  to  add  in  this  report,  that  the 
application  of  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  to  the  Metropoli- 
tan Water  Board  for  a  supply  of  water  from  its  source,  confirms 
the  opinion  held  by  the  members  of  your  committee. 

We  thus  reach  for  consideration  the  second  problem,  which, 
from  the  peculiar  condition  of  affairs  now  existing  here,  presents 
two  separate  and  distinct  issues.    These  are  — 

Ist.    Will  the  Town  own  its  own  water  plant? 
2nd.  Where  will  it  get  its  water  ? 

The  ownership  of  a  water  plant  by  the  Town  can  be  accom- 
plished by  either  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  Marblehead 
Water  Company  or  by  the  extension  of  our  present  pipe  system. 
If  we  purchase  the  property  of  the  Marblehead  Water  Company 
we  are  asked  to  pay  $100,000  for  that  which  is  not  worth  over 
$50,000.  If  we  extend  our  present  pipe  system  we  are  threatened 
by  the  Marblehead  Water  Company's  representatives  with  liti- 
gation. 

There  is  no  question  in  our  judgment  that  the  Town  can 
better  secure  a  modern  and  well  equipped  plant,  by  extending  its 
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present  system,  than  by  the  purchase  of  the  plant  of  the  Marble- 
head  Company,  and  it  is  for  the  Town  to  determine  whether  it 
will  make  further  enquiry  as  to  the  probable  cost  of  extending 
its  present  system  before  deciding  to  purchase  the  property  of 
the  Marblehead  Water  Company.  Your  committee  cannot 
recommend  the  purchase  of  the  property  of  the  Marblehead 
Water  Company  at  $100,000  at  this  time.  We  do  recommend, 
however,  the  adoption  of  the  accompanying  vote.

Whereas,  the  Marblehead  Water  Company  has  petitioned 
the  General  Court  of  the  Commonwealth  for  legislation  which 
will  require  any  city  or  town,  before  it  can  be  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Metropolitan  system  of  water  supply,  to  first 
acquire  the  works  of  any  water  company  in  such  city  or  town 
constructed  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  such  city  or  town,  or 
its  inhabitants,  with  water;  and  also  another  petition  praying 
that  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1884,  and  all  other  acts 
or  parts  of  acts  authorizing  the  City  of  Lynn  to  supply  the  Town 
of  Swampscott,  or  its  inhabitants,  with  water,  be  repealed ;  and 

W7iereas,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  most 
emphatically  oppose  this  proposed  legislation,  and  deem  it  im- 
portant that  the  interests  of  the  Town  should  be  looked  after  as 
to  any  legislation  that  may  come  before  the  present  General 
Court,  relating  to  matters  which  may  affect  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott as  'to  a  water  supply  ;  it  is  therefore 

Voted.  That  the  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  use  all  lawful  and  proper 
means  to  defeat  the  above-mentioned  proposed  legislation,  and  to 
employ  counsel  to  represent  the  Town  at  any  hearing  that  may 
be  granted  upon  either  of  said  petitions;  and  the  members  of

That  the  reports  of  the  Water  Committee  be  ac- 
cepted and  that  the  thanks  of  the  Town  be  extended  to  said 
committee  for  their  services,  and  that  the  matter  of  water  suj^ply 
be  referred  to  the  Selectmen  with  full  power  to  purchase  the 
water  works,  franchise,  and  all  property  now  owned  by  the 
Marblehead  Water  Company,  in  accordance  with  proposal  sub- 
mitted, providing  that  the  amount  for  said  purchase  does  not  ex- 
ceed $100,000,  the  money  to  be  raised  by  the  issue  of  water 
bonds,  State  loan,  or  notes,  as  the  Selectmen  may  decide.  In 
case  of  failure  of  the  Selectmen  and  said  Water  Company  to 
make  a  transfer,  it  is  further  moved  that  the  Selectmen  be 
authorized  to  contract  with  said  company  for  a  supply  of  water 
for  the  Town  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  at  the  best 
terms  possible,  but  that  the  option  of  the  purchase  or  contract  be 
left  with  the  Selectmen  to  act  in  the  matter  as  in  their  judgment 
is  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Town,  and  report  at  their  earliest 
convenience,  was  negatived. 

Voted.  To  adopt  report  No.  2  of  Future  Water  Supply 
Committee. 

Voted.    To  lay  Art.  3  upon  the  table. 

Resolved  and  Voted.  That  the  Committee  on  Future  Water 
Supply  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott,  be  and  is  hereby  instructed 
and  authorized  to  at  once  open  negotiations  with  the  Marblehead 
Water  Company,  looking  to  the  purchase  of  their  property, 
rights,  privileges,  etc.,  at  a  price  which  can  be  mutually  agreed 
upon,  and  report  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting  to  be  called  prior  to 
the  date  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting,  for  the  ratification  or  re- 
jection of  such  agreement  as  may  be  concluded  between  the 
company  and  the  Town  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply.

that  Chapter  283  of  the  Acts  of  the  year  1884,  and  all  other  acts

Whereas,  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott  most 
emphatically  oppose  this  proposed  legislation,  and  deem  it  im- 
portant that  the  interests  of  the  Town  should  be  looked  after  ns 
to  any  legislation  that  may  come  before  the  present  General 
Court,  relating  to  matters  which  may  affect  the  Town  of  Swamp- 
scott as  to  a  water  supply ;  it  is  therefore 

Voted.  That  the  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  and  directed  to  use  all  lawful  and  proper 
means  to  defeat  the  above-mentioned  proposed  legislation,  and  to 
employ  counsel  to  represent  the  Town  at  any  hearing  that  may 
be  granted  upon  either  of  said  petitions;  and  the  members  of  the 
General  Court  are  hereby  respectfully  and  earnestly  requested  to 
refuse  the  legislation  which  said  petitions  seek  to  secure;  and 
the  said  committee  is  hereby  further  authorized  and  directed  to 
look  after  any  other  legislation  that  now,  is 'or  may  hereafter 
come  before  the  present  General  Court,  affecting  the  interests  of 
the  Town  of  Swampscott  as  to  a  water  supply,  and  to  take  such 
action  in  relation  thereto  as  they  deem  advisable  and  proper,  and 
to  employ  counsel  to  represent  the  Town  at  any  hearing  that 
may  be  granted  relating  thereto.

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Report  of  the  Selectmen. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swaonpscott  : 

In  dealing  with  the  complex  interests  of  a  municipality  like 
ours,  it  can  hardly  be  expected  that  those  upon  whom  the  burden 
of  authority  has  been  laid  could  administer  its  affairs  without 
giving  offense  to  some  one.  Nevertheless,  if  your  Selectmen 
can  be  assured  that  their  sincere  efforts  to  work  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  Town  are  in  the  main  approved  by  a  majority  of 
its  citizens,  they  will  feel  that  they  have  not  labored  in  vain.  The 
year  just  drawing  to  a  close  has  brought  its  full  share  of  perplex- 
ing questions.  One  of  the  first  to  receive  attention  was  that 
relating  to 

THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 

An  attempt  was  made  to  lift  this  department  out  of  the 
slough  of  offensive  partisanship.  Seth  C.  Kendrick  was  appointed 
Chief,  and  the  force  was  exhorted  to  a  strict  attention  to  duty, 
avoiding  any  undue  prominence  in  factional  movements  or  dis- 
putes. Their  work  has  been  satisfactory,  and  they  have  attended 
quietly  to  their  duties  without  ostentatious  display.  While  we 
have  had, no  complaints  concerning  members  of  the  force,  we 
have,  on  the  contrary,  received  for  them  words  of  commendation 
from  our  townspeople. 

ILLEGAL  LIQUOR  SELLING. 

The  Selectmen  directed  the  Chief  of  Police  to  exert  his  best 
efforts  to  stop  the  illegal  sale  of  liquor,  which  had  been  going  on 
for  so  long  a  time  unmolested.     After  a  time  necessary  evidence 
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was  obtained,  and  three  convictions  were  secured.  The  move- 
ment in  this  direction  has  been  successful,  and  we  believe  the 
traffic  has  been  stopped,  but  a  watchful  eye  is  still  open  for 
offenses  in  this  direction. 

THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 

As  the  terms  of  office  in  this  department  expire  May  1,  no 
attempt  was  made  to  institute  changes  until  that  time,  when  a 
new  Board  of  Engineers  was  appointed.  The  call  men  then  left 
in  a  body,  regardless  of  possible  consequences.  This  action  was 
not  only  a  serious  menace  to  the  safety  of  the  Town  but  was 
totally  unnecessary,  as  many  had  been  requested  to  remain.  Fore- 
seeing this  possibility,  however,  the  Selectmen  had  arranged  with 
Chief  Downing,  of  Lynn,  to  respond  to  all<  Swampscott  alarms, 
and  he  at  once  placed  at  the  Town's  disposal  the  facilities  of  his 
department.  For  several  weeks  the  property  of  Swampscott 
was  thus  protected,  and  the  Board  desires  to  publicly  express  to 
Chief  Downing  its  gratitude  for  his  kind  offers  of  assistance. 
Meanwhile  the  new  men  who  had  been  enrolled  were  afforded 
time  for  training. 

Results  have  demonstrated  the  wisdom  of  the  changes  made. 
Whereas  our  people  had  been  accustomed  to  witness  the  rescue 
of  cellars,  the  new  department  has  been  saving  the  buildings.  If 
any  change  has  been  made  in  rates  of  insurance,  they  are,  if  any- 
thing, lower  than  ever  before.  In  fact,  we  are  informed  that 
lower  rates  on  dwelling  house  risks  went  into  effect  this  present 
month. 

Unpaid  bills  of  this  department,  some  being  of  many  months 
standing,  and  amounting  to  1722.71,  were  left  over  from  last  year 
and  had  to  be  paid  out  of  this  year's  appropriation. 

The  policy  was  adopted  this  year  of  working  the  fire  depart- 
ment horses  on  the  public  streets.  This  has  been  generally  com- 
mended. Care  was  taken  to  have  some  of  the  horses  always  in 
the  engine  house,  and  the  others  worked  where  they  could  quickly 
return  if  needed.  The  details  of  the  Engineers'  Report  will 
prove  interesting. 
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IMPORTAXT  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  liability  to  accident  at  the  ledge  in  Kedington  street, 
called  for  the  removal  of  the  obstruction.  This  has  been  accom- 
plished, and  the  street  is  graded  in  a  proper  and  careful  manner, 
leaving  it  now  safe  for  public  travel. 

The  open  drain  on  Humphrey  street,  at  the  Marshall  estate, 
has  been  covered  over  and  made  safe,  a  24-inch  pipe  drain  being 
laid.  Much  of  the  fence  here  was  out  in  the  street  and  has  been 
moved  back  to  the  street  line.  The  sidewalk,  which  had  previ- 
ously been  a  source  of  danger,  has  been  made  safe.  Taken  as  a 
whole,  this  is  in  our  opinion  an  improvement  of  great  value.  It 
also  removes  the  necessity  of  frequent  repairs,  and  this  will 
eventually  effect  a  saving. 

Street  crossings  have  been  laid,  as  voted,  in  Railroad  avenue 
and  Burrill,  Phillips  ^nd  Redington  streets.  A  representative  of 
the  Board  was  courteously  received  by  Supt.  Perkins  of  the 
Boston  &  Maine  railroad,  and  the  interview  resulted  in  the  pay- 
ment of  nearly  $100  by  that  corporation  towards  defraying  the 
expense  of  the  Railroad  avenue  crossing. 

The  new  fence  on  Essex  street  has  removed  a  great  liability 
to  accident  and  consequent  suits  for  damages,  and  has  at  the  same 
time  much  improved  the  appearance  of  that  thoroughfare. 

THE  STATE  HIGHWAY. 

As  instructed  by  the  Town,  legislative  hearings  were  at- 
tended, by  the  Selectmen,  in  aid  of  the  "  North  Shore "  State 
road,  from  Boston  to  Newburyport.  This  Board  has,  by  all 
means  in  its  power,  assisted  in  helping  on  this  important  work. 
It  has  caused  an  accurate  survey  to  be  made,  and  a  petition  was 
then  presented  to  the  State  Highway  Commission,  as  provided  by 
statute,  praying  that  the  highway  be  laid  out  as  shown.  This 
preliminary  action  is  necessary  before  any  work  can  be  done.  It 
may  not  perhaps  be  generally  considered  that  the  Town  must 
pay  its  proportion  of  the  amount  appropriated  by  the  State, 
whether  the  work  is  done  in  Berkshire  county  or  in  Essex. 
Therefore,  without  the  payment  of  a  cent  additional,  excepting 
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the  comparatively  small  sum  expended  for  preliminary  survey, 
the  Town  will  soon  be  in  possession  of  a  beautiful  drive,  from  the 
pumping  station  to  Vinnin  square,  through  Paradise  woods,  this 
being  a  connecting  link  of  the  great  highway.  Incidentally,  we 
may  say  that  the  authorities  of  Salem  are  just  commencing  to  see 
the  value  of  this  great  public  improvement,  and  are  taking  steps 
looking  toward  its  advancement  within  the  limits  of  that  city. 

PURCHASE  OF  PROCTOR  LOT. 

A  clear  title  to  the  Proctor  lot,  adjoining  the  Town  Hall,  has 
been  obtained,  as  voted  by  the  Town.  It  is  probable  that  in  the 
near  future  the  buildings  on  the  lot,  which  are  in  a  dilapidated 
condition,  should  be  removed  or  torn  down  and  the  lot  cleared. 

CEMETERY  IMPROVEMENT. 

As  the  appointed  committee  was  unsuccessful  in  its  attempt 
to  purchase  Alden  South  worth's  land,  adjoining  the  cemetery, 
and  as  the  sentiment  of  the  Town  was  opposed  to  further  action  in 
that  direction,  unless  the  land  could  be  bought  at  a  price  which 
was,  in  the  opinion  of  the  committee,  favorable  to  the  Town's 
interests,  no  action  has  been  taken  by  the  Selectmen  towards 
borrowing  money.  There  has  been  .no  pressing  need  the  past 
year  for  cemetery  improvement.  The  Board  recommends,  how- 
ever, that  the  sum  of  $700  be  appropriated,  to  be  expended  during 
the  coming  season  in  laying  out  and  partly  developing  the  unoccu- 
pied land  now  owned  by  the  Town.  This  amount  would  admit 
of  a  comprehensive  survey  and  plan  being  made,  leaving  sufficient 
funds  for  a  substantial  start  in  constructing  avenues  and  laying 
out  lots.  At  moderate  cost,  from  year  to  year,  the  work  can  be 
carried  along  on  the  same  plan,  as  lots  are  needed.  The  Town 
has  over  two  acres  of  land  available  for  this  purpose. 

LAYING  OUT  STREETS. 

Petitions  have  been  received  that  certain  streets  be  laid  out 
by  the  Selectmen.  Of  these,  Berkshire  and  Hampden  streets  are 
in  the  territory  of  the  Stetson  Land  Co. ;  Monument  avenue, 
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Elmwood  road,  Thomas  road,  Andrew  road  and  Farragut  road 
are  within  the  bounds  of  the  Swampscott  Land  Trust.  Action 
on  laying  out  these  streets  has  been  deferred,  in  the  hope  that 
the  water  question  might  first  be  settled.  The  Town  counsel  has 
advised  us  that  it  would  be  wiser  for  the  Town  not  to  accept  any 
streets  in  these  two  private  estates  until  after  the  water  question 
has  been  decided,  so  as  not  to  do  anything  that  may  under  any 
circumstances  complicate  the  situation.  This  Board  sees  no  other 
good  reason  why  these  streets  should  not  be  accepted.  It  seems 
possible  that  a  solution  of  the  water  question  may  soon  be 
reached.  Therefore  the  streets  have  been  laid  out,  leaving  the 
Town  to  decide  upon  the  time  when  it  may  seem  best  to  accept 
them. 

A  petition  was  received,  asking  that  a  street  be  laid  out 
from  Orient  street,  opposite  the  "  Little  Anawan,"  to  Humphrey 
street,  opposite  Glen  road.  It  seemed  inexpedient  to  incur  the 
necessary  large  expense  at  this  time,  and  the  petitioners  were 
given  leave  to  withdraw. 

SURFACE  WATER  IN  ESSEX  STREET. 

Water  in  Essex  street,  between  the  cemetery  and  the  head 
of  Stetson  avenue,  has  heretofore  been  allowed  to  run  into  a 
vacant  lot,  where  it  remained  until  it  soaked  away.  The  owners 
desired  to  build  upon  this  land,  and  took  away  the  privilege  hith- 
erto enjoyed  by  the  Town.  How  to  be  rid  of  the  water  w^as  a 
problem ;  but  after  much  effort  an  arrangement  was  finally 
effected  with  the  trustees  of  the  Stetson  Land  Co.,  by  which 
they  allowed  a  connection  to  be  made  with  their  drain.  This 
caused  a  material  addition  to  the  expense  of  the  Highway 
department.

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Report  of  the  School  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

In  presenting  our  Annual  Report,  we  renew  our  gratitude 
for  the  continued  co-operation  of  parents  and  citizens.  We  as- 
sure you  that  your  interest  is  having  a  very  marked  effect  upon 
our  schools,  and  greatly  lightening  the  burden  of  committee  and 
teachers.  Our  schools  are  in  excellent  condition  and  improving 
every  year.  Our  boys  and  girls  seem  to  be  alive  to  the  fact  that 
to  go  out  into  the  world  without  an  education  would  be  like  a 
ship  putting  to  sea  without  rudder  or  compass.  We  quote  the 
following  from  the  State  Board  of  Education,  showing  what  our 
State  is  doing  for  the  Public  Schools. 

"The  State  has  about  three  and  one-half  times  as  many  in- 
habitants as  fifty  years  ago,  nine  times  as  much  property,  and 
expends  exclusively,  for  school  maintenance,  eleven  times  as 
much  money.  That  is  to  say,  the  people  have  increased  in  wealth 
nearly  three  times  as  fast  as  they  have  increased  in  number,  and 
have  shown  their  growing  regard  for  education  by  increasing 
their  expenditures  for  schools  even  more  rapidly  than  they  have 
grown  in  wealth.  Does  it  all  pay?  Attention  has  already  been 
called,  in  a  previous  report,  to  the  significant  earning  power  of 
Massachusetts  people,  as  shown  by  census  statistics,  the  average 
being  73  cents  a  day  for  every  man,  woman  and  child,  as  against 
an  average  of  40  cents  a  day  for  each  person  in  the  whole  coun- 
try. This  excess  of  33  cents  a  day  means  $100  a  year  for  each 
inhabitant  of  Massachusetts,  or  $250,000,000  a  year  for  the  en- 
tire population,  —  an  amount  so  large  that  the  annual  expenditure 
for  education,  which  is  about  one  twenty-fifth  of  that  sum,  seems 
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relatively  insignificant.  Thoughtful  men  attribute  this  vast  excess 
of  wealth-producing  power  to  that  intelligence,  self-reliance  and 
character  that  are  so  well  nurtured  under  Massachusetts  influences 
and  largely  in  her  public  schools.  The  expenditure  for  schools, 
if  we  measure  results  in  a  mere  utilitarian  way,  seems,  therefore, 
to  pay  for  itself  many  times  over.  When  we  look  further,  how- 
ever, we  see  returns  of  a  more  exalted  kind  in  the  expansion  of 
the  human  mind,  in  its  deeper  insight  into  the  realm  of  nature,  in 
its  better  comprehension  of  social  and  civic  duties,  in  the  opening 
of  new  and  perennial  springs  for  its  refreshment  and  enjoyment 
— in  everything,  indeed,  that  makes  for  its  larger  and  richer  life, — 
returns  not  yielded  by  every  school,  but  coming,  in  a  large  way, 
from  the  schools  as  a  whole.  Whatever  one's  material  earnings  and 
possessions,  it  remains  true  that  the  only  world  he  actually  lives 
in,  the  only  kingdom  that  is  really  his,  is  the  kingdom  of  his  own 
mind.  As  life  is  worth  living,  this  kingdom  is  worth  extending 
and  enriching;  and  the  public  schools,  therefore,  which  is  the 
most  potent  and  persistent  contributor  to  the  wealth  of  this  king- 
dom, is  equally  worth  supporting  and  perfecting.'^ 

TEACHERS. 

Our  teachers  are  still  performing  faithful  and  conscientious 
service. 

There  have  been  two  changes  during  the  year.  We  were 
obliged  to  open  a  first  grade  school  at  Pine  street  to  relieve  Miss 
Verry,  whose  school  was  much  too  large  for  one  teacher.  This 
has  given  us  an  oj^portunity  to  separate  the  grades,  Avhich  we  are 
doing  as  fast  as  practicable.  We  appointed  Miss  Charlotte  Bain, 
a  graduate  of  the  Salem  Normal  School,  as  teacher  of  the  first 
grade,  leaving  Miss  Verry  with  the  second  and  third  grades.  We 
also  were  obliged  to  relieve  Miss  Ellis,  teacher  of  the  Redington 
Street  l*rimary,  whose  school  came  under  Section  14  of  Chapter 
44  of  the  Public  Statutes,  which  reads  as  follows : 

"In  every  public  school  having  an  average  of  fifty  scholars, 
the  school  district  or  town  to  which  such  school  belongs,  shall 
employ  one  or  more  female  assistants,  unless  such  district  or  town 
votes  to  dispense  with  such  assistant." 
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We  appointed  Miss  Edith  Farnum  as  assistant  in  this  school. 

We  think  we  shall  be  obliged  to  chano;e  the  school  district 
lines  next  spring,  in  order  to  farther  relieve  the  Essex  and  Pine 
street  schools,  and  it  may  necessitate  the  opening  of  a  first  grade 
school  in  the  Redington  street  building,  which  can  be  accom- 
plished with  the  same  teaching  force  we  have  at  present.  The 
foUovving  figures  will  show  how  our  schools  are  increasing:  In 
1891  our  school  membership  was  434,  in  1898,  677,  a  gain  of  243 
in  seven  years. 

TEXT  BOOKS  AND  SUPPLIES. 

We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  words  of  caution 
regarding  the  destruction  of  books  and  supplies* which  were  in- 
serted in  our  report  of  last  year  have  had  the  desired  effect.  We 
hope  that  the  same  care  and  prudence  will  be  used  the  coming 
year. 

MUSIC  AND  DRAWING. 

These  branches  are  still  under  the  charge  of  Miss  Elizabeth 
A.  Bill.  It  is  surprising  to  see  the  steady  gain  that  has  been  go- 
ing on  in  this  department  for  the  past  seven  years.  It  is  a 
pleasure  to  listen  to  the  singing  of  our  school  children  and  to  see 
how  much  it  adds  to  the  general  exercises.  The  home  and  the 
church  are  also  benefited  by  this  training.  In  drawing,  the  same 
improvement  is  noted.  Color  work  has  been  taken  up  the  past 
year  with  good  success.  Some  fine  work  is  on  exhibition  in  the 
corridors  of  the  Phillips  School,  and  has  been  pronounced  by  ex- 
perts to  be  very  creditable.  We  hope  the  citizens  and  parents 
will  find  time  to  examine  it. 

OBSERVANCJE  OF  HOLIDAYS. 
It  is  customary  to  nppro])riately  observe  the  several  holidays, 
Memorial  Day  and  Christmas  receiving  the  most  attention.  On 
Memorial  Day  the  Grnnd  Army  were  present  and  occupied  seats 
on  the  platform.  An  address  was  delivered  by  Capt.  Henry  M. 
Comey,  giving  a  record  of  the  soldiers  and  sailors  from  Swamp- 
scott  who  served  in  the  army  and  n:ivy  in  the  rebellion.  An  in- 
teresting feature  was  the  presentation  to  the  Phillips  School  in 
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behalf  of  the  Grand  Army  of  a  cannon  which  was  taken  from  the 
Gun  Boat  Ossipee  that  served  in  the  South  Atlantic  Squadron 
during  the  war.  Remarks  were  made  by  the  Chairman  of  the 
School  Board,  also  Capt.  Eldridge  F.  Small  and  others.  This  oc- 
casion we  feel  sure  will  be  remembered  by  the  boys  and  girls  long 
after  the  Grand  Army  have  answered  to  the  long  roll  call. 
Christmas  was  celebrated  with  recitations  and  singing  appropri- 
ate to  the  season.  A  large  number  of  parents  and  friends  were 
present  who  manifested  a  deep  interest  and  spoke  words  of  ap- 
preciation which  we  assure  them  are  very  helpful  to  both  teachers 
and  scholars. 

CHEMICAL  LABORATORY. 

At  the  last  Annual  Town  Meeting  there  was  appropriated 
the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  to  build  and  equip  a 
Chemical  Laboratory. 

Your  Committee  felt  very  grateful  for  this  generous  appro- 
priation as  it  enabled  them  to  place  our  High  School  in  this  de- 
partment on  a  first  class  basis  and  above  criticism.  We  accepted 
the  plans  of  Holman  K.  Wheeler,  architect  of  the  Phillips  School. 

The  contract  was  awarded  to  Messrs.  Titus  &  Poor  as  the 
lowest  bidders.  The  work  was  performed  in  a  satisfactory  man- 
ner. 

We  think  it  best  not  to  fully  equip  the  Laboratory  at  pres- 
ent but  to  select  from  time  to  time  the  most  improved  apparatus. 
We  hope  our  fellow  townsmen  will  visit  the  Laboratory,  for  we 
feel  sure  they  will  appreciate  it. 

SANITARY  CONDITION. 

We  have  effected  a  change  in  the  sanitary  condition  of  the 
Essex  Street  School  by  the  removal  of  the  out-buildings  from  the 
rear  to  a  proper  distance  on  the  east  side.  Up  to  the  present 
time  we  had  seen  no  bad  effect  from  their  nearness  to  the  School 
building,  but  we  did  not  think  it  prudent  to  allow  them  to  remain 
longer. 

We  have  reason  to  be  grateful  for  the  healthful  condition  of 
our  schools.  Your  committee  attribute  this  in  part  to  the  cleanly 
condition  of  school  buildings  and  grounds. 
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We  see  that  they  are  thoroughly  cleaned  and  disinfected  at 
least  twice  a  year.  Out  of  a  membership  of  677  pupils,  we  have 
had  but  one  death  during  the  year  and  that  was  caused  by  an 
accident.    Can  Swampscott  be  called  an  unhealthy  town  ? 


KEPAIRS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS. 

We  have  had  but  very  little  to  do  the  present  year  outside 
of  the  ordinary  repairs.  We  were  obliged  to  shingle  the  Red- 
dington  Street  school-house,  build  a  retaining  wall  on  the  Geo.  H. 
Ilolden  line,  Mr.  Holden  bearing  his  share  of  the  expense ;  also 
lay  a  stone  gutter  in  the  Essex  Street  school  yard.  The  Phillips 
School  grounds  have  been  improved  by  the  planting  of  shrubbery. 
We  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  grade  the  rear  of  the  lot,  as  it  would 
give  the  scholars  a  good  play  ground.  It  is  the  endeavor  of 
your  Committee  not  to  be  extravagant  in  the  way  of  improve- 
ments and  rejjairs,  but  to  expend  a  sufficient  amount  each  year  to 
keep  the  buildings  and  grounds  in  good  order.

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Rules  and  Regulations  of  Swampscott  Schools. 


SCHOOL  SESSION.  . 

Section  1.  The  session  of  the  High  School  shall  begin  at 
8.45  anil  close  at  1.30. 

The  morning  session  of  the  Grammar  grades  shall  begin  at 
.  8.45  and  close  at  11.30.  Afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  1.30 
and  close  at  8.30. 

The  morning  session  of  the  Primary  Schools  shall  begin  at 
8.45  and  close  at  11.45.  Afternoon  session  shall  begin  at  1.30 
and  close  at  3.30. 

TEACHERS. 

Sect.  2  All  the  school  rooms  shall  be  opened,  and  the 
Principal  and  Teachers  shall  be  present  therein,  both  morning 
and  afternoon,  at  least  fifteen  minutes  before  the  time  fixed  for 
the  session  to  begin.  The  pupils  shall  be  in  their  seats,  and  the 
exercises  of  the  school  shall  commence  and  close  punctually  at 
the  prescribed  hours.  Every  pupil  entering  the  school  room  af- 
ter the  hour  of  opening,  whether  bringing  an  excuse  or  not,  shall 
be  considered  tardy,  and  so  marked  in  the  register. 

Sect.  3.  The  morning  session  shall  commence  with  read- 
ing from  the  Bible  by  the  teachers,  and  any  other  devotional  ex- 
ercise as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sect.  4.  The  teachers  are  required  to  obey  faithfully  the 
following  statute  of  the  Commonwealth  :  "  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
all  instructors  of  youth  to  exert  their  best  endeavors  to  impress 
on  the  minds  of  children  and  youth  committed  to  their  care  and 
instruction,  the  principles  of  piety  and  justice,  and  a  sacred  re- 
gard to  truth,  love  of  their  country,  humanity,  and  universal  be- 
nevolence, sobriety,  industry,  and  frugality,  chastity,  moderation, 
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and  temperance,  and  those  other  vu'tues  which  are  the  ornament 
of  human  society,  and  the  basis  upon  which  a  republican  consti- 
tution is  founded  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  instructors  to 
endeavor  to  lead  their  pupils,  as  their  ages  and  capacities  will 
admit,  into  a  clear  understanding  of  the  tendency  of  the  above 
mentioned  virtues,  to  preserve  and  perfect  a  republican  constitu- 
tion, and  secure  the  blessings  of  liberty  as  well  as  to  promote 
their  future  happiness,  and  also  to  point  out  to  them  the  evil 
tendency  of  the  opposite  vices."    (Pub.  Stat.  chap.  44,  sect.  15). 

Sect.  5.  Teachers  shall  practice  such  discipline  in  their 
schools  as  would  be  exercised  by  a  judicious  parent  in  a  family, 
and  shall  avoid  corporal  punishment  in  all  cases  where  good  or- 
der can  be  preserved  by  milder  means ;  but,  when  corporal  pun- 
ishment shall  be  deemed  necessary,  it  may  be  resorted  to,  and  a 
record  thereof,  with  the  cause,  nature,  and  amount  of  punish- 
ment, shall  be  made  and  kept  for  examination. 

Sect.  6.  For  violent  opposition  or  open  rebellion,  the 
teacher  may  dismiss  the  pupil  from  school,  and  shall  then  imme- 
diately inform  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  pupil,  and  on  the 
same  day  shall  apply  to  the  Committee  for  advice  and  direction. 

Sect.  7.  Teachers  may  have  one  day  in  each  term  for  the 
purpose  of  visiting  schools,  and  teachers  desiring  to  attend  the 
meetings  of  the  State  and  County  Teachers'  Association  may 
dismiss  for  that  purpose. 

Sect.  8.  When,  by  reason  of  sickness  or  other  cause,  a 
teacher  is  unable  to  be  at  school,  the  Committee  must  at  once  be 
notified,  that  a  substitute  may  be  provided. 

Sect.  9.  The  teacher  shall  see  that  the  school  rooms  are 
clean,  and  that  entries,  yards  and  out-buildings  are  kept  in  good 
condition  ;  they  may  command  the  services  of  the  janitors  in  ex- 
ecuting this  requirement.  They  shall  also  see  that  the  windows 
in  their  respective  school  rooms  and  entries  are  closed,  and  the 
doors  locked  at  the  close  of  the  exercises  for  each  day.  Teachers 
shall  make  such  rules  as  are  necessary  and  reasonable  for  good 
order  and  neatness  on  the  school  premises. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  enter  a  school  for 
the  purpose  of  promoting  the  sale  of  any  article  whatever;  nor 
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shall  teachers  allow  notices  to  be  given,  advertisements,  circulars, 
or  other  printed  matter  to  be  distributed,  or  any  like  inteference 
with  the  ordinary  and  regular  course  of  instruction  in  the  school. 

PUPILS. 

Sect.  11.  No  child  shall  be  admitted  into  any  of  the  public 
schools  without  a  permit ;  and  no  child  shall  be  entitled  to  receive 
such  permit  until  satisfactory  evidence  be  given  that  the  State 
law  as  to  vaccination  has  been  observed. 

Sect.  12.  Children  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Primary 
Schools  upon  furnishing  satisfactory  proof  that  they  are  qualified 
to  go  on  with  some  class  in  the  same ;  and  if  unable  to  read  shall 
be  admitted  not  later  than  four  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the 
Fall  and  Spring  terms. 

Sect.  18.  Every  pupil  shall  be  required  to  attend  school  as 
constantly  as  possible,  and  in  case  of  tardiness  or  absence  to 
bring  a  written  excuse  from  his  or  her  parent  or  guardian.  No 
scholar  shall  be  dismissed  during  school  hours  except  upon  pre- 
sentation of  a  similar  request. 

Sect.  14.  No  scholar  shall  be  allowed  to  leave  the  school 
during  a  session,  or  before  dismissal  of  the  school,  except  on  ac- 
count of  sickness  or  some  pressing  emergency,  of  which  the 
teacher  is  to  judge ;  and  a  written  or  personal  request  from  the 
parent  or  guadian  'shall  be  required  where  the  necessity  is  not 
evident. 

Sect.  15.  Teachers  shall  require  scholars  to  pay  projDcr 
attention  to  personal  cleanliness. 

Sect.  16.  Any  pupil  who  is  guilty  of  marking,  cutting,  de- 
facing, or  in  any  way  injuring  any  of  the  school-houses  or  the 
out-buildings,  or  the  trees  belonging  to  them,  shall  repair  the 
same,  or  be  amenable  to  the  law. 

Sect.  17.  All  pupils  are  strictly  forbidden  to  climb  on  any 
tree,  fence,  railing,  ladder,  etc.,  about  the  school-house,  or  to 
throw  stones,  snow-balls,  or  other  missiles,  about  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  school-house,  or  to  use  any  profane  or  indelicate 
language. 
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Sect.  18.  Any  pupil  misappropriating,  injuring,  or  destroy- 
ing any  of  the  text  books  or  supplies  loaned  him  or  her  by  the 
Town,  shall  subject  his  or  her  parents  or  guardian  to  payment  for 
the  article  so  misappropriated,  injured  or  destroyed. 

Sect.  19.  Reports  of  each  pupil's  work  in  all  grades  above 
Grade  II  shall  be  made  from  time  to  time  to  the  parent  or  guard- 
ian ;  in  such  reports,  as  well  as  all  records  kept  by  the  teacher, 
ranking,  when  resorted  to,  shall  not  be  by  percentages,  but  as 
follows:  A  for  excellent,  B  for  good,  C  for  passable,  D  for  poor, 
and  E  for  bad. 

JANITORS. 

Sect.  20.  The  duties  of  the  janitors  of  the  different  school- 
houses  shall  be  as  follows  :  To  sweep  and  carefully  dust  all  the 
rooms  twice  every  week,  airing  the  rooms  Avhile  sweeping,  and 
keep  the  basement  clean  and  in  good  order  at  all  times ;  to  clean 
the  house,  washing  the  floors  thoroughly  three  times  each  year, 
viz. :  in  August,  December  and  April ;  to  wash  all  windows  twice 
each  year,  in  August  and  April ;  to  wash  and  clean  the  water- 
closets  as  often  as  necessary  ;  to  shovel  the  snow  and.  keep  the 
paths  safe  in  winter;  to  keep  the  doors  and  windows  closed  and 
locked  when  the  school  is  not  in  session  ;  to  report  forthwith  to 
the  teacher  and  committee  any  injuries  done  to  the  school-house, 
out-buildings,  trees,  or  fences;  to  build  fires  when  needed,  and 
have  the  rooms  warm  —  67°  to  70°  F.  —  at  the  time  for  opening 
the  school,  and  to  give  proper  attention  when  required,  during 
the  day ;  to  take  general  care  and  superintendence  of  the  school- 
house  and  grounds  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  committee.  No 
extra  payment  shall  be  allowed  for  any  of  the  above  duties. 

STORM  SIGNAL. 

Sect.  21.  In  case  of  severe  storms  the  Lynn  "  No  School" 
signal  is  adopted.  This, signal  is  22.  The  morning  signal  is  rung 
at  7.45  A.M.  and  the  one  for  afternoon  at  12.45  p.m. 
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Extracts  from  Public  Statutes  Relating  to  Sciiooi 
Legislation. 


Chapter  498 — An  Act  in  Relation  to  the  Attendance  of  CJdldren  in 

Schools. 

Section  1.  Every  person  liavincf  under  bis  control  a  cbikl  between 
tbe  a<?es  of  eigbt  and  fourteen  years,  and  in  every  city  and  town  wbere 
opportunity  is  furnisbed,  in  connection  witb  tbe  regular  work  of  tbe 
public  scbools,  for  gratuitous  instruction  in  tbe  use  of  tools  or  in  manual 
training,  or  for  industrial  education  in  any  form,  a  cbild  between  tbe 
ages  of  eigbt  and  fifteen  years,  sball  annually  cause  sucb  cbild  to  attend 
some  public  day  scbool  in  tbe  city  or  town  in  wbicb  be  resides,  and  such 
attendance  sball  continue  for  at  least  tbirty  weeks  of  tbe  school  year,  if 
tbe  schools  are  kept  open  for  that  length  of  time,  with  an  allowance  of 
two  weeks'  time  for  absences  not  excused  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Scbools  or  tbe  School  Committee.  Sucb  period  of  attendance  sball  begin 
within  the  first  month  of  tbe  fall  term  of  scbool,  and  for  each  five  days' 
absence  of  any  sucb  cbild  thereafter,  in  excess  of  tbe  above  allowance, 
before  the  completion  of  tbe  required  annual  attendance  of  thirty  weeks, 
the  person  having  such  cbild  under  bis  control,  sball,  upon  the  complaint 
of  tbe  School  Committee  or  any  truant  officer,  forfeit  to  the  use  of  tbe 
public  schools  of  sucb  city  or  town  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
but  if  such  cbild  has  attended  for  a  like  period  of  time  a  private  day 
scbool  approved  by  tbe  Scbool  Committee  of  sucb  city  or  town,  or  if  such 
cbild  has  been  otherwise  instructed  for  a  like  period  of  time  in  the 
branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be  taught  in  tbe  public  schools, 
or  has  already  acquired  tbe  branches  of  learning  required  by  law  to  be 
taught  in  tbe  public  scbools,  or  if  bis  physical  or  mental  condition  is  such 
as  to  render  such  attendance  inexpedient  or  impracticable,  such  penalties 
shall  not  be  incurred. 

Sect.  2.  For  tbe  purposes  of  tbe  preceding  section.  School  Commit- 
tees sball  approve  a  private  school  only  when  tbe  teaching  in  all  the 
studies  required  by  law  is  in  the  English  language,  and  when  they  are 
satisfied  that  such  teaching  equals  in  thoroughness  and  efficiency  the 
teaching  in  the  public  scbools  in  the  same  locality,  and  that  equal  pro- 
gress is  made  by  the  pupils  therein,  in  tbe  studies  required  by  law,  with 
tbat  made  during  tbe  same  time  in  the  public  scbools;  but  they  shall 
not  refuse  to  approve  a  private  scbool  on  account  of  the  religious  teach- 
ing therein. 

Sect.  3.  Tfie  truant  officers  and  the  School  Committee  of  the  sev- 
eral cities  and  towns  shall  vigilantly  inquire  into  all  cases  of  neglect  of 
duty  prescribed  in  section  one,  and  ascertain  the  reasons,  if  any,  there- 
for; and  sucb  truant  officers  or  any  of  them,  sball,  when  so  directed  by 
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the  School  Committee,  prosecute  in  the  name  of  the  city  or  town  any 
person  liable  to  the  penalty  provided  for  in  said  section.  Police,  district 
and  municipal  courts,  trial  justices  and  judges  of  the  probate  court, 
shall  have  jurisdiction  within  their  respective  counties  of  the  offences 
described  in  section  one. 

Penalty  for  Disturbing  Schools. 

'"Whoever  wilfully  interrupts  or  disturbs  a  school  or  other  assembly 
of  people  met  for  a  lawful  purpose,  shall  be  punished  by  imprisonment 
in  the  jail  not  exceeding?  thirty  days,  or  by  fine  not  exceeding  fifty  dol- 
lars."  Pub.  Stat.,  sect.  23,  chap.  207. 

Chapter  203  —  Malicious  Injury  to  Buildings. 

Section  78.  Whoever  wilfully  and  maliciously  or  wantonly  and 
without  cause  destroys,  defaces,  mars  or  injures  a  school-house,  church 
or  other  buildings  erected  or  used  for  purposes  of  education  or  j-eligious 
instruction,  or  for  the  general 'diffusion  of  knowledge,  or  an  out-build- 
ing, fence,  well  or  appurtenance  of  such  school-house,  church  or  other 
building,  or  furniture,  apparatus  or  other  property  belonging  to  or  con- 
nected with  such  scliool-house,  church  or  other  building,  shall  be  j)un- 
islied  by  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in 
the  jail  not  exceeding  one  year. 

Authority  of  Teachers  over  Pupils. 

Section  1  of  chapter  44  of  the  Public  Statutes  imposes  upon  the 
teachers  of  the  public  schools  the  duty  of  instructing  their  pupils  in 
good  behavior. 

The  Constitution  of  the  State  makes  it  the  duty  of  all  institutions  of 
learning  to  train  those  committed  to  them  in  the  practice  of  every 
virtue.  To  attain  these  ends  it  is  necessary  that  a  wise  government  over 
the  pupils  shall  be  uniformly  and  persistently  maintained.  The  teacher 
is  therefore  vested  with  the  authority  of  t\ie  parent  in  the  control  of  the 
children  in  their  relations  as  pupils  of  his  school. 

1.  In  the  school  room  he  has  exclusive  control  of  his  pupils,  subject 
only  to  the  direction  of  the  school  committee. 

2.  He  may  rightfully  exercise  the  same  full  control  over  his  pupils 
at  any  time  while  they  are  on  any  pait  of  the  school  premises. 

3.  AVhile  the  pupils  are  on  their  way  to  and  frqm  the  school,  the 
authority  of  the  teacher  may  be  considered  as  concurrent  with  that  of 
the  parent  or  guardian.  If  the  pupils  in  coming  to  school,  or  in  going 
from  it  to  their  homes,  commit  an  offence  against  the  civil  laws,  it  will 
be  well  to  leave  the  offenders  in  the  hands  of  judicial  or  parental 
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authority.  But  if  the  children  quarrel  on  their  way,  or  are  wilfully 
tardy,  or  use  indecent  and  profane  language,  or  in  any  way  by  their 
conduct  injure  the  good  order  and  discipline  of  the  school,  the  teacher 
may  take  notice  of  such  conduct  by  subjecting  the  offenders  to  such 
wise  and  judicious  treatment  as  will  have  a  tendency  to  prevent  a 
repetition  of  the  offence.  In  such  cases  the  teacher  should  exercise 
great  caution  not  to  use  any  doubtful  authority,  or  any  questionable 
modes  of  correction. 

» 

CiiAPTEii  44  —  Female  Assistants. 
Section  14.    In  every  public  school  having  an  averacre  of  fifty  schol- 
ars, the  school  district  or  town  to  which  such  school  belongs,  shall  em- 
ploy one  or  more  female  assistants,  unless  such  district  ov  town  votes  to 
dispense  with  such  assistant. 

Patriotic  Exercises. 
Chapter  111  of  the  Acts  of  1890  provides  that  in  all  the  public 
schools  of  the  Commonwealth  the  last  regular  session  prior  to  Memorial 
Day,  or  a  portion  thereof,  shall  be  devoted  to  exercises  of  a  patriotic 
nature. 

Chaptek  498  — An  Act  Relative  to  Vaccination. 
Section  9.    The  school  committee  shall  not  allow  a  child  who  has 
not  been  duly  vaccinated  to  be  admitted  to  or  connected  with  the  public 
schools. 

Chapteij  515. 

Section  2  of  this  act  provides  that  "all  children  who  shall  present  a 
certificate  signed  by  a  regular  practising  physician  that  they  are  unfit 
subjects  for  vaccination  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section 
nine  of  chapter  foi  ty-seven  of  the  Public  Statutes  excluding  unvaccina- 
ted children  from  public  schools." 

Chapter  498  —  An  Act  Relative  to  Infectious  Diseases. 

Section  10.  The  school  committees  shall  not  allow  any  pupil  to  at- 
tend the  public  schools  while  any  member  of  the  household  to  which 
such  pupil  belongs  is  sick  of  small-pox,  diptheria  or  scarlet  fever,  or  dur- 
ing a  period  of  two  weeks  after  the  death,  recovery  or  removal  of  such 
sick  person  ;  and  any  pupil  coming  from  such  household  shall  be  required 
to  present,  to  the- teacher  of  the  school  the  pupil  desires  to  attend,  a  cer- 
tificate, from  tlie  attending  physician  or  board  of  health,  of  the  facts 
necessary  to  entitle  him  to  admission  in  accordance  with  the  above  regu- 
lation.

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Fourth  Annual  Report, 
Board  of  Park  Commissioners. 


I'o  the  Citizens  of  Sioampscott : 

As  required  by  law  we  herewith  submit  our  report  as  follows  : 

Since  our  last  report  of  one  year  ago  we  have  settled  the  claims 
in  full  of  Wm.  Seger,  J.  Walter  Kehoe  and  Nathaniel  Blanchard 
for  the  sum  of  |500  each  and  those  of  Jas.  A.  Knowlton  for  the 
sum  of  11,400  and  of  J.  Frank  Blaney  with  whom  settlement  haS 
been  arranged  at  the  price  of  1600. 

All  of  the  Buildings  on  the  Little  Estate  have  been  sold  and 
removed  as  have  also  those  on  the  Knowlton  Estates  and  those 
between  the  estates  of  Phillips  and  Ingalls,  and  the  whole  area 
of  the  Reservation  has  been  partially  graded  and  will  be  further 
improved  in  the  early  spring. 

There  remains  of  the  $30,000  appropriated  to  acquire  the 
Beaches  and  to  construct  a  Building  on  the  Blaney  Beach  Reser- 
vation, the  sum  of  $5,239.98,  which  with  the  Betterments  to  be  col- 
lected, we  think  is  ample  to  satisfy  the  judgments  of  the  Courts 
in  which  the  following  claims  now  remain  to  be  adjusted  and  are 
entered  for  trial,  viz: — 

John  W.  Chapman,  Leonard  Fowle,  Joseph  A.  Ingalls,  the 
"Stone  "  Estate,  William  C.  Stone,  Otis  Cahoon,  John  Smith  and 
Charles  E.  Phillips. 

The  claims  of  Ingalls,  Phillips,  Fow^le  and  Chapman  are 
mainly  predicated  upon  the  alleged  right  to  run  their  sewer  con- 
duits across  the  street,  and  thereby  make  a  nuisance  of  the  Beach 
which  we  think  should  be  abated  by  the  Town,  through  its  Board 
of  Health  and  Selectmen,  and  thereby  reduce  their  claims  to  a 
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rainimam  and  render  the  beach  sands  at  this  end  of  the  Reserva- 
tion sufficiently  clean  for  use  as  a  children's  plaj^  ground  or  for 
bathing  purposes  without  danger  of  contagion. 

As  no  appropriation  has  been  made  other  than  for  the 
acquisition  of  the  Beaches  and  for  the  Reservation  Building,  some 
further  appropriation  may  be  needed  for  administration  purposes 
until  such  time  as  the  Reservation  can  be  made  as  nearly  self- 
supporting  as  possible,  and  in  this  connection  your  Commissioners 
in  estimating  the  amount  of  the  original  appropriation  did  not  an- 
ticipate the  expenditure  of  so  much  money  for  legal  advice  as  we 
have  found  it  necessary  to  secure. 

At  the  present  writing  we  have  no  assurance  as  to  what  time 
or  in  what  condition  the  King's  Beach  Reservation  may  be  turned 
over  to  us,  but  we  may  be  so  inforraefl  as  to  be  able  to  make  some 
further  report  in  this  connection  before  the  final  adjournment  of 
the  Annual  meeting,  at  which  time  we  expect  to  be  able  to  make 
some  recommendations  as  to  the  improvement  of  both  of  the 
Reservations. 

The  Reservation  Building  seems  to  be  as  near  a  success 
as  could  have  been  expected,  considering  the  lack  of  precedent  in 
this  kind  of  work.  The  original  applicants  for  space  and  a  num- 
ber of  others  have  been  provided  for.  Some  few  alterations  have 
been  made  in  the  Building  which  we  thought  to  be  advisable. 

The  unoccupied  portion  of  the  upper  floors  is  reserved  for  the 
use  of  our  citizens  and  visitors  to  the  Town,  and  it  is  hoped  that 
they  will  avail  themselves  of  this  privilege  and  make  such  use  of 
this  part  of  the  Building  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  fact 
that  it  is  the  only  public  place  in  Town  and  as  a  pleasant  resort 
needs  only  the  association  of  those  whose  presence  and  intimacy 
alone  can  make  it  so.  % 

Mr.  Andrew  L.  Harris  has  presented  the  Town  with  six  vol- 
umes of  the  U.  S.  Fish  Commission  Reports  which  w^e  regard  as 
a  valuable  acquisition  as  they  are  of  especial  interest  to  all  inter- 
ested in  maritime  matters,  and  also  that  this  gift  affords  an 
excellent  example  for  our  other  public  spirited  citizens. 

The  Commissioners  would  be  pleased  to  receive  such  sugges- 
tions and  advice  from  their  fellow  citizens,  as  so  important  a 
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trust  should  inspire  in  the  patriotic  and  conservative  members 
of  our  body  politic. 

Let  us  appropriate  so  much  for  what  we  need  as  we  can  afford, 
and  remember  always  that  whatever  sum  is  so  expended  has  to  be 
wrung  from  the  soil  and  the  sea  by  some  one,  somewhere,  at  some 
time.

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Report  of  the  Board  of  Health. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Herewith  we  present  for  your  consideration  the  Annual  Re- 
port of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March, 


During  the  year  we  have  received  and  investigated  fifteen 
(15)  written,  besides  many  verbal,  complaints  ;  also  have  received 
official  notice  of  six  (6)  cases  of  diphtheria,  twelve  (12)  of  scarlet 
fever,  four  (4)  of  typhoid  fever,  three  (3)  of  measles,  one  case  of 
diphtheria  proving  fatal. 

Considerable  controversy  has  been  made  through  the  press 
in  regard  to  the  manner  in  which  some  of  the  contagious  diseases 
have  been  handled  by  the  Board.  We  think  if  the  citizens  who 
seem  to  be  dissatisfied  with  the  manner  in  which  all  cases  have 
been  handled,  would  simply  consult  the  Board,  satisfactory  ex- 
planation could  be  made  showing  that  all  was  done  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  townspeople.  The  contract  for  collecting  house  offal 
was  awarded  to  Michael  McDonough  for  the  sum  of  twelve 
hundred  dollars  ($1,200.00),  which  has  been  done  in  a  very 
satisfactory  manner.  The  contract  for  receiving  and  disposing  of 
night  soil  was  awarded  to  Allen  S.  Rowe  for  the  sum  of  ninety 
dollars  (190.00).  The  beaches  have  been  taken  care  of  in  the 
usual  manner. 

The  Board  feels  confident  that  the  Town  will  compare  favor- 
ably with  other  towns  in  regard  to  health  and  cleanliness.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Health  Regulations  of  the  Town  of  Swampscott. 


The  following  Regulations  have  been  adopted  by  the  Board 
of  Health : 

Section  1.  The  owner,  agent  or  occupant,  having  care  of  any  tene- 
ment used  as  a  dwellina-house,  shall  furnish  the  same  with  sufficient 
drain,  underground,  to  carry  off  the  waste  water;  and  also  with  a  suit- 
able privy,  sufficient  for  the  accommodation  of  all  who  may  use  it. 

Sect.  2.  All  vaults  or  privies  shall  be  so  constructed  that  the  inside 
of  the  same  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  distant  from  the  line  of  every  ad- 
joining lot  or  street,  and  the  same  shall  be  kept  tight;  nor  shall  the  con- 
tents of  any  vault  be  allowed  to  accumulate  within  twelve  inches  of  the 
even  surface  of  the  ground,  or  otherwise  become  offensive. 

Sect.  3.  All  waste  water  shall  be  conveyed  through  sufficient  drains, 
under  ground,  to  a  common  sewer,  or  to  such  reservoir,  sunk  under 
ground,  as  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Health,  and  no  person 
shall  suffer  any  waste  or  stagnant  water  to  remain  in  any  cellar,  or  upon 
any  lot  of  vacant  ground,  by  such  person  owned  or  occupied. 

Sect.  4.  Whenever,  upon  due  examination,  it  shall  appear  to  the 
Board  of  Health  that  the  number  of  persons  occupying  any  tenement  or 
building  in  the  town  is  so  great  as  to  be  the  cause  of  nuisance  or  sick- 
ness, or  the  source  of  filth,  or  that  any  tenement  or  building  is  not 
furnished  with  vaults  constructed  according  to  the  provisions  of  the 
regulations,  or  with  sufficient  privies,  or  drains  under  ground  for  waste 
water,  or  from  any  cause  has  become  unfit  for  liabitation,  they  will 
thereupon  issue  their  notice  in  writing  to  such  persons,  or  any  of  them, 
requiring  them  to  remove  and  quit  such  tenement  or  building  within 
such  time  as  they  may  deem  reasonable. 

Sect.  5.  No  person  shall  throw  or  put  into  any  public  place,  or 
pond,  or  running  stream,  or  body  of  water,  or  in  any  other  place  where 
the  Board  of  Health  may  deem  it  a  nuisance,  any  dead  animal,  dirt  or 
rubbish  whatsoever,  nor  shall  any  person  throw  into  or  upon  any  fiats  or 
tide  water  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  town,  any  dead  animal,  filth  or 
offensive  matter. 

Sect.  6.  No  person  shall  erect  or  maintain,  within  the  limits  of  the 
town,  any  building  or  structure  used  for  a  slaughter  house,  or  for  the 
manufacture  or  refining  of  kerosene  oil  or  soap,  the  trying  out  of  lard, 
the  business  of  tallow  chandler,  or  the  tanning,  dressing  or  coloring  of 
leather  or  skins,  or  any  other  noxious  or  offensive  trade,  or  exercise  or 
carry  on  such  trade,  business  or  employment,  without  a  license  from  the 
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Board  of  Health,  defining  the  place  for  the  same,  and  any  such  license 
may  at  any  time  be  revoked. 

Sect.  7.  No  person  shall  collect  any  house  offal  or  night  soil  within 
the  limits  of  the  town  without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  8.  No  person  shall  bring  into  the  town  for  sale  any  diseased, 
putrid,  stale  or  unwholesome  meat,  vegetables  or  provisions. 

Sect.  9.  No  person  shall  burn,  boil  or  decompose  in  the  town  any 
bones  or  other  refuse  paits  of  neat  cattle  or  other  animal,  without  a  license 
from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  shall  keep  any  swine  within  the  limits  of  the 
town  without  a  license  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  11.  Any  person  sick  with  the  small  pox,  scarlet  fever,  diphthe- 
ria, membraneous  croup,  together  with  all  persons  in  attendance  upon 
him,  will  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Board;  and  no  person  shall  enter 
or  leave  a  house  wherein  any  person  is  or  has  been  sick  with  the  disease, 
or  in  any  way  come  in  contact  with  the  inmates  of  such  house,  except  by 
permission  of  the  Board. 

Sect.  12.  All  persons  are  warned  not  to  approach  a  house  or  the  sur- 
rounding premises  whereupon  is  displayed  either  a  health  card,  a  red  flag 
by  day  or  a  red  light  by  night. 

Sect.  13.  When  a  householder  knows  that  a  person  within  his  family 
is  taken  sick  of  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  membran- 
eous croup,  typhoid  fever,  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to  the  public 
health,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  14.  When  a  physician  knows  that  any  person  whom  he  is  called 
to  visit  is  infected  with  small-pox,  scarlet  fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  mem- 
braneous croup,  typhoid  fever,  or  any  other  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Board  of 
Health. 

Sect.  15.  No  child  from  any  family  or  house  infected  with  scarlet 
fever,  measles,  diphtheria,  small-pox,  or  membraneous  croup,  shall  be 
permitted  to  attend  school  without  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  16.  The  bodies  of  all  persons  dying  of  small-pox,  scarlet 
fever,  diphtheria,  membraneous  croup,  typhus  or  typhoid  fever,  must  be 
immediately  disinfected  and  placed  in  a  tight  coffin,  which  shall  not  be 
reopened.  No  certificate  of  death  from  either  of  the  above-named  diseases 
will  be  endorsed  by  the  Board  of  Health  until  above  regulations  have 
been  complied  with.  In  above  cases  no  public  funeral  will  be  allowed 
without  permission  from  the  Board  of  Health. 

Sect.  17.  Notice  of  domestic  animals  or  cattle  suffering  with  conta- 
gious disease,  or  suspected  of  suffering  from  contagious  disease,  shall 
immediately  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Health  by  those  having  the  charge 
of  such  animals  or  cattle. 
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Extract  from  the  Town  By-Laws. 


ARTICLE  VII. 

Sect.  6.  The  contents  of  any  sink,  cesspool  or  privy  shall  only  be 
removed  in  a  vehicle  effectually  covered  and  w^ater-tij^ht,  and  the  same 
shall  not  be  emptied  on  any  beach  or  into  the  sea  adjacent  to  any  beach 
in  the  Town,  but  shall  be  carried  in  such  cart  and  disposed  of  in  the  earth 
or  otherwise  as  the  J5oard  of  Health  may  by  rules  provide,  but  apart  from 
dwelling  houses. 

Sect.  26.  No  person  shall  put,  or  cause  to  be  put,  into  any  catch 
basin  in  the  highway,  any  filth,  sewage,  slops  or  dirty  water.

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Report  of  the  Committee  on  Street  Numbers. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Sicampscott : 

By  a  vote  of  the  Town,  at  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Board 
of  Assessors  were  instructed  to  locate  and  number  all  the  houses 
in  the  Town,  upon  a  basis  of  twenty-five  feet  frontage. 

After  carefully  considering  the  matter,  and  learning  the  cus- 
tom in  other  places,  we  were  of  the  opinion,  that  it  would  be  best 
to  reduce  the  frontage  through  the  centre  of  the  Town  to  fifteen 
feet  from  the  Soldiers'  monument  to  the  junction  of  Humphrey 
and  Orient  Streets. 

A  contract  was  made  with  Mr.  Fred  L.  Eastman,  who  is 
making  a  survey  of  the  Town,  to  locate  and  place  upon  the  houses 
the  numbers  in  accordance  with  the  plans,  he  agreeing  to  do  the 
work  for  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars  ($100.) 

An  arrangement  was  made  with  Mr.  H.  W.  Gordon  of  Lynn, 
to  furnish  all  the  figures  required  at  five  cents  each. 

We  would  recommend  that  the  Town  furnish  the  numbers 
required  for  new  buildings,  and  that  the  Assessors  be  requested 
to  give  the  numbers  in  accordance  with  the  survey.

This  being  ray  fifth  annual  report  as  Inspector,  I  will  state 
on  May  15th  received  notice  from  State  Cattle  Commissioner  not 
to  put  any  more  cattle  in  quarantine,  except  where  written  notice 
was  sent  to  local  Board  of  Health.  Jan.  10th  again  received  same 
notice,  which  accounts  for  the  small  number  of  cattle  quarantined. 
I  have  made  frequent  visits  among  all  cows  kept  for  sale  of  milk. 
Places  where  cows  are  kept  for  sale  or  exchange  have  been  in- 
spected every  week.  As  long  as  the  State  Legislature  fails  to 
appropriate  sufficient  money  for  the  Cattle  Commission  to  suc- 
cessfully carry  on  the  work  of  extermination  of  contagious 
diseases  among  cattle,  I  think  the  present  salary  of  the  Inspector 
is  sufficient.

To  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Citizens  of  Swamjyscott : 
The  Engineers  herewith  present  their  Annual  Report. 
EXPENSES. 

From  May  1,  1897,  to  Feb.  23,  1898,  bills  to  the  amount  o£ 
$4,346.18  have  been  approved. 

Many  persons  do  not  realize  that  out  of  an  appropriation  of 
15,000  we  have  but  1416. 6G  for  each  month,  to  meet  the  expen- 
ses of  three  regular  men,  twenty  call  men,  feed  for  six  horses, 
shoeing  for  same,  coal,  gas,  telephone,  battery  supplies,  and 
general  wear  and  tear  expenses,  besides,  we  furnish  substitutes 
when  our  regular  men  have  their  days  off,  also,  when  each  of 
these  men  have  their  two  weeks'  vacation,  on  pay  in  summer, 
substitutes  are  supplied  by  the  Department. 

RECEIPTS. 

The  horses  and  men  have  been  employed  on  the  streets,  and 
have  been  credited  as  follows:  For  sprinkling,  1951.25,  and  on 
highways,  $86.25,  which  gives  the  Department  credit  for  $1,037.5U. 

It  has  been  thought  by  some,  that  we  run  a  great  risk  in 
using  the  horses  of  this  Department  on  the  streets  in  summer. 
There  is  always  a  risk  when  the  horses  are  out  of  the  house  at 
any  time,  even  when  taken  to  the  blacksmith ;  still  wnth  the  few 
fires  we  have,  it  is  the  opinion  of  experienced  persons,  that  the 
risk  we  run  is  very  small.  The  Engineers  consider  that  the 
horses  are  in  better  condition  for  the  work  of  the  Department, 
when  used  in  this  way ;  however  this  is  a  question  for  the  Town 
to  decide.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  Board  of  Engineers  would  recommend  the  purchase  of 
500  feet  cotton  hose,  and  that  the  sum  of  three  hundred  and 
seventy-five  dollars  ($375.00)  be  appropriated  for  the  same.  We 
would  also  recommend  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollars  ($175.00)  be  appropriated  for  the  purchase  of  a  suitable 
gong,  to  be  placed  on  the  Hose  House  at  Mountain  Park. 

REMARKS. 

The  difficulties  at  all  times  attending  the  duties  of  the  Fire 
Department  in  a  small  town,  must  be  obvious  to  every  one  ; 
however  well  equipped,  or  however  well  supplied  with  money 
the  Department  may  be,  these  difficulties  must  be  met;  the  chief 
one  being  that  the  Fire  Company  is  made  up  of  men  from  all 
parts  of  the  town,  and  engaged  in  various  occupations  and  places; 
of  course,  other  conditions  are  not  practicable  or  advisable. 

This  year  the  situation  has  been  especially  trying,  owing  to 
the  necessity  of  forming  a  new  company  the  first  of  the  year  of 
men  with  no  previous  experience  in  the  work;  pei'sonally,  I  have 
always  felt  that  a  building  might  as  well  burn  as  to  be  destroyed 
in  time  of  fire,  by  useless  tearing  down  and  unnecessary  destruc- 
tion of  furniture,  as  often  happens  in  a  small  place,  and,  in  view 
of  this,  have  tried  to  instruct  these  men,  that  their  whole  mission 
is  to  save  property ;  with  this  end  in  mind,  they  have  worked  in 
a  brave,  manly,  united  way  that  does  them  credit.  To  show  that 
their  work  has  been  appreciated,  it  is  due  them  that  at  least  two 
of  the  number  of  letters  received,  be  inserted  here.

Dear  Sir, — I  had  occasion  yesterday  to  examine  the  Phillips'  house 
at  Swampscott,  in  which  the  fire  occurred  last  Saturday  night,  and  must 
say  never  before  have  I  noticed  such  a  condition  as  I  found  there.  That 
such  a  fierce  fire  as  must  have  occurred  there,  could  be  confined  almost 
to  one  room,  and  subdued  with  so  small  a  loss,  seems  almost  incredible 
and  speaks  well  for  the  promptness  and  efficiency  of  the  Department  of 
which  you  are  the  head.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The  undersigned  would  recommend  that  the  Town  purchase 
headstones  for  the  public  lots  to  be  numbered.  For  the  Super- 
intendent to  set  the  same,  and  a  record  be  kept  by  him.  That 
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the  graves  be  levelled  off  so  that  they  may  have  the  care  they 
need.    There  is  use  for  about  20  headstones  at  the  present  time. 

I  also  recommend  that  the  Town  furnish  suitable  receptacles 
to  be  placed  in  different  parts  of  the  cemetery  to  receive  waste 
that  is  to  be  thrown  away,  which  will  add  to  the  general  cleanli- 
ness. 

I  will  recommend  that  !|50.00  be  appropriated  for  the  two 
recommendations  named  above. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  Town  appoint  a  committee  to 
inspect  the  present  conditions  of  the  walls  and  fences  which  sur- 
round the  cemetery.  It;  is  impossible  under  the  present  conditions 
to  keep  out  the  cattle,  as  the  land  in  the  rear  is  used  for  a  long 
distance  for  pasturage  during  the  summer.  This  committee  to 
report  at  the  adjourned  meeting.

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Report  of  Street  Light  Committee. 


To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott : 

Your  committee  have  attended  to  the  business  connected 
with  this  department  during  the  year  and  submit  the  following 
report. 

On  March  1,  1896,  we  were  running  102  arc  and  23  incan- 
descent lights,  (as  per  last  rejjort.)  We  have  added  during  the 
year,  5  arcs  and  two  incandescents,  making  107  arcs  and  25  incan- 
descents  now  on  our  circuits.  The  poles  with  the  exception  of 
the  last  three  which  have  l)een  set  are  now  numbered  consecu- 
tively, a  list  of  which  are  kept  at  the  j^ower  house  and  at  the  of- 
fice of  the  Lynn  (>as  and  Electric  Co. 

The  nuinbeiing  of  lights  has  proved  a  very  good  thing,  par- 
ticularly when  one  has  been  found  during  the  night  to  be  out. 
Our  police  have  notified  the  company,  at  the  same  time  keeping 
a  record  by  its  number,  and  reporting  also  to  some  member  of  the 
committee,  the  chairman  being  particular  to  see  that  the  com- 
pany have  the  lamp  put  in  working  order.  This  co-operation  on 
the  part  of  our  police  has  l)een  duly  appreciated  by  your  com- 
mittee. 

We  consider  the  service  given  us  by  the  Lynn  Gas  and  Elec- 
tric Co.  in  a  general  term  as  being  satisfactory,  though  by  no 
means  perfect.  Perfection  in  electric  lighting  has  not  yet  been 
fully  accomplished,  and  we  fail  to  learn  by  comparing  the  power 
of  the  light  we  have  with  that  of  other  Towns  using  the  same 
power,  where  any  of  these  ]»laces  get  more  for  the  same  expendi- 
ture of  money  than  ourselves.  It  may  be  seen  by  referring  to 
our  annual  list  of  a[)propriations  that  our  street  lighting,  which 
up  to  a  few  years  ago  may  have  been  our  least  important  Town 
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department,  stands  to-day  second  in  importance,  being  exceeded 
only  by  that  of  Schools,  and  yet  there  are  not  a  few  who  think 
that  more  light  is  needed. 

Applications  are  frequently  made  to  the  committee  for  new- 
lamps,  or  the  relocation  of  some  already  on  the  circuit,  and  your 
committee  desire  to  remind  their  fellow  citizens  that  when  the  esti- 
mates are  made  up  at  each  new  year  they  not  only  cover  existing 
lights,  but  further  provide  for  those  which  may  look  reasonably 
sure  to  come  by  those  petitioned  for  in  the  annual  warrant,  hence 
our  surplus  for  anything  beyond  this  must  be  limited,  and  again 
to  relocate  a  pole,  or  change  the  position  of  a  lamp  in  any  way  of- 
ten calls  for  very  delicate  supervision,  from  the  fact  it  has  been  a 
fixture  and  gave  satisfaction.  It  may  have  been  placed  when  the 
foliage  was  asleep,  but  with  the  budding  of  spring  and  the  spread- 
ing out  of  the  summer  leaves,  somebody  is  blanketed  and  wants 
the  thing  changed.  To  do  so,  (while  no  expense  devolves  upon 
the  Town,  the  company  always  being  readj^  to  make  whatever 
changes  the  committee  may  suggest),  may  cause  no  end  of  com- 
ment to  a  few,  and  censure  of  the  committee. 

We  would  recommend  that  in  the  establishment  of  new 
hghts,  they  be  regularly  petitioned  for  either  at  the  regular,  or  at 
some  special  Town  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  and  appro- 
piiations  for  the  same. 

The  question  of  a  Municipal  Electric  Lighting  Plant  of  our 
own  has  been  somewhat  under  discussion  at  various  times  by 
your  committee  and  some  of  the  advantages  over  our  present  sys- 
ten  considered.  How  much  to  our  advantage  it  would  seem  im- 
possible at  this  time  to  demonstrate.  There  are  many  difficulties 
and  great  liabilities  ever  before  a  Company,  whether  Town  or  pri- 
vate corporation  in  conducting  a  plant  of  this  kind,  as  for  instance 
in  the  great  snow  storm  of  Feb.  1,  which  threw  down  a  large  num- 
ber of  poles  and  matted  together  miles  of  untangleable  wire  which 
nothing  but  the  white  heat  of  a  seething  furnace  could  again  reclaim 
in  pigs  of  iron  for  another  revolution  into  wire,  the  destruction 
of  costly  lamps ;  wages  for  a  small  army  of  extra  linemen  with 
new  poles  to  set,  and  a  thousand  and  one  outlays  of  money  before 
the  service  could  be  fully  repaired  and  in  working  order.  This

may  be  the  exceptional,  but  is  ever  liable  and  would  be  well,  also,  to 
consider  as  in  the  case  of  our  neighbor,  Marblehead,  whose  splen- 
did plant  we  recently  visited,  great  havoc  was  made  along  their 
lines  and  some  five  hundred  dollars  will  be  required  to  pay  for 
damage  done. 

There  is  no  doubt  but  Marblehead  has  a  very  fine  lighting 
plant,  and  the  prospects  are  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when 
it  will  be  self  supporting. 

Your  committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  time 
is  not  far  distnnt  for  our  Town  also,  particularly  if  the  appropria- 
tions continue  to  increase,  as  no  doubt  they  will,  and  when  the 
Ten  Thousand  dollar  mark  is  reached  we  may  then,  in  our 
opinion,  consider  the  advisability  as  a  Town,  of  going  into  the 
Street  Lighting  business. 

Referring  to  the  recommendation  as  touched  upon  last  year 
by  our  late  colleague,  Mr.  P.  H.  Ryan,  that  the  Street  Light 
Committee  for  the  ensuing  year  be  instructed  to  investigate  the 
operation  of  the  several  Municipal  Lighting  Plants  within  the 
limits  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  your  committee  will  say  their 
investigations  have  been  mostly  confined  to  printed  reports,  not 
deeming  it  proper  to  make  tours  of  personal  observation  necessi- 
tating outlays  of  money  for  expense  not  authorized  by  the  Town. 

We  would  suggest  and  further  recommend  that  the  incom- 
ing committee  continue  their  investigations  on  the  subject  of 
municipal  ownershij),  that  the  Town  may  be  in  possession  of  facts 
and  figures  to  enable  them  to  act  intelligently,  should  the  time 
ever  come  when  it  may  be  deemed  advisable  to  go  into  the 
business. 

Your  Committee  would  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
Eight  Thousand  Dollars  for  the  current  year.

To  the  Citizens  of  Swampscott: 

Your  Committee  who  were  at  the  last  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing directed  to  investigate  and  report  at  a  future  meeting  are  of 
the  opinion  that  at  this  time  they  are  unable  to  make  any  definite 
report  to  the  Town  on  the  Sewerage  matter.  Since  the  apjjoint- 
ment  of  your  Committee,  action  has  been  taken  b}^  the  Towr, 
looking  to  the  ownership  of  its  water  system,  either  by  the  pur- 
chase of  the  property  of  the  Marblehead  Water  Co.,  or  the  ex- 
tension of  the  Town  mains  and  pipes.  The  adoption  of  either 
of  the  plans  mentioned  would  require  much  consideration  and 
large  expenditure.  In  view  of  the  situation,  as  now  presented, 
your  Committee  believes  that  a  question  of  such  importance  as 
the  ownership  of  our  water  plant  should  first  be  decided. 

We  would  recommend  that  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed 
to  further  consider  the  Sewerage  matter,  and  especially  some 
methods  of  disposal,  and  report  with  recommendations  at  the 
next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  or  a  meeting  prior  thereto.

To  hear  and  act  upon  the  reports  of  the  Auditing 
Committee,  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  School  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library,  the  Engineers  of  the 
Pire  Department,  the  Superintendent  of  the  Cemetery,  the  Board 
of  Health,  the  Chief  of  Police,  the  Milk  Inspector,  the  Commit- 
tee on  Street  Lights,  the  Committee  on  Future  Water  Supply, 
the  Committee  on  Assessors'  Plans,  the  Committee  on  Cemetery 
Improvement,  the  Surveyor  of  Highways,  the  Inspector  of  Cattle, 
Provisions,  etc^,  the  Committee  on  Sewerage,  and  the  Park  Com- 
missioners. 

Art.  5.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  Town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations therefor. 

Art.  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  accept  the  list  of  names  for 
Jurors  as  prepared  and  posted  by  the  Selectmen. 

Art.  7.  To  see  what  amount  of  bonds  will  be  required  of 
the  Town  Treasurer  for  the  current  year. 

Art.  8,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes.
